ABSTRACT 

A communication device includes a structural, external interface (e.g., a USB 
interface) for connecting to a computing device, a wireless interface for making a 
wireless connection to a second computing device, and a memory or storage 
component for storing and embedding software for a variety of applications. Tlie 
communication device enables services such as wireless Internet access, Internet 
sharing, and phone calling print i ng w i thout th e n ee d to i nsta ll a d e v i c e sp e c i f i c pr i nt e r 
dr i v e r e ach t i m e at e ach n e w pr i nt e r and w i thout comprom i s i ng s e cur i ty or pr i vacy . The 
communication device also enables transferring of files and data wirelessly from one 
device to another. 
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
